No. F.15-141/ 65-Edn. — -In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Notification F. No. 5/4/65-GP. dated 11th 
January 1965 of the Ministry of Home Affairs, Govern- 
ment of India, the Lieutenant Governor, Pondicherry, 
hereby makes the following rules rcguihling the method 
of recruitment to Class II post of Workshop Superinten- 
dent in the Motilal Nehru Polytechnic, of the Education 
Department, Government of Pondicherry. 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called Government 
of Pondicherry, Motilal Nehru Polytechnic (Class II 
Gazetted) Recruitment rules, 1965. 

2. Application. — -These rules shall apply for recruit- 
ment to the post of Workshop Superintendent Pondi- 
cherry, as specified in column (1) of the Schedule 
hereto annexed. 

3. Number of post, its classification & scale of pay.- — • 
The number of the said post, its classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns (2) to (4) of the said schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit & other qualifica- 
tions. — The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto 
shall be as specified in columns (5) to (13) of the said 
schedule. 

Provided that the qualifications may bo relaxed at 
commission’s discretion in case of candidates otherwise 
well qualified. 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes,, Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the general orders of tho Lt. Governor issued from time 
to time. 
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5. Disqualifications. — (1) No person who has more 
than one wife living or who, having a spouse living, 
marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place, during the life time of such 
spouse, shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

(2) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of 
the husband having a wife living at the time of such 


marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 

Provided that the Lieutenant Governor, may if satis- 
fied that there are special grounds for so ordering, 
exempt, any person from the operation of tht« rule,
